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Police boots, clubs

end Dow protest

MADISON, Wis. — Two dozen police yesterday after- 
'noon used clubs, hands and boots against 400 students 
sittjng in to block Dow ■ Chemical recruiting at; the UnU 
versity of Wisconsin. 

Later, tear gas was used on a crowd of 3,000 and 69 stu- 
dents were treated' for concussions and abrasions at the UW 
Hospital.' . 

At a rally last night 8-10,000 demonstrators called for a 
student strike today to protest the police action. About 300 
faculty members ringed the students, forcing police to attack 
them before the protestors, and one said a faculty strike was 
also possible. 

The confrontation came after students occupied the build- 
ing to obstruct recruiting by agents of the Dow Chemical 
Company, manufacturers of napalm used in Viet Nam. 

The administration had previously . declared that Dow 
recruiting was "a university function" and that students dis- 
rupting it would be subject to university discipline. 

About 2,000 students marched to the Commerce ' Building 
at 10 am and 'i^O sat In at(the halliwhere;^^^^ 
Another 400 lined the cbrrldon^f the^'liullding^^^^^^^ 200 formed 
a supporting picket line on the outside. 

Proceedings were peaceful and orderly with singing, Jolt- 
ing, and occasional chants, "down with Dow", "Hey, LBJ, how 
many kids have you killed today?" and "what do you want? the 
revolution. When do you want It? Now" were the favorites. 

Campus Police Chief Ralph Hansen at one point-pushed 
through the crowd, and said with a smile "I'm going to tell 
your Chancellor. He's not going to lilce this at all." 

At noon 18 club-carrying city police wearing gray plastic 
helmets assembled outside the building and were greeted with

The letter was sign- 
ed by Dr. H. Rocke Robertson 
and' members' of the teaching 
staff of the Medical Faculty here.

Though both Canada and the 
US will participate actively In the 
project, HARP will be financed 
almost entirely by American 
money. The Canadian contribu- 
tion, according to Dr. Bull, is 
almost insignificant. 

When asked . whether HARP in 
Canada might suffer by not-foot- 
ing part of the bill. Dr. Bull re- 
plied that indeed the project in 
Canada might be considered 
secondary, and any achievements 
might -be. heralded es victories 
for the^ U.S. However, he em- 
j^hasized it would be far. better 
D accept US aid and work with 
a US based partner project than 
lose HARP In Canada completely. 

Dr. Bull said the US has 
shown a keen Inte rgs^ i n ^the 
HARP project as well^asMheTroie 
of the Institute at McGill. Though 
a civil servant himself for ten 
years.

Sir George Williams University will be out of UGEQ by 
Christmas, if a group headed by leaders of COLD (Committee 
in Opposition to Leftist Demonstrations) have their way. 



A petition to hold an open 
meeting on the question of a UG- 
EQ referendum was presented 
to the Students' Association 
Council at Its meeting on Friday. 

■ The petition with 218 - names 
was presented by leaders of the 
anti-UGEQ faction on campus, 
including Harvey Obcrfcld and 
Eric Caiman, heads of COLD, 
the group which demonstrated 
when the NLF students spoke 
at Sir George earlier this month. 

They feel "UGEQ is not com- 
'petent to represent .English- 
speaking students in Quebec." 

George Dragon, vice-president 
for finance in UGEQ, said, "UG- 
EQ could not stop Sir George 
from withdrawing from Its ranks. 
However I personally, and all of 
UGEQ, would be shocked if it 
decided to do so. If Sir George 
did withdraw from UGEQ, it 
would definitely be detrimental 
to the cause of student syndical- 
ism In Quebec." 

The open meeting will be held 
early next month, and the refer- 
endum can be held within the 
following two weeks. 

A two-thirds majority of the 
students present at the meeting 
must approve the referendum, 
and. then a majority vote of the 
students will determine whether 
Nor not Sir George will remain 
In UGEQ.

Editor ousted 
as over-active 

CALGARY (CUP) - Dan

Yesterday this publication carried a 
Students! Council ad calling for representa- 
tives to serve on Senate Committees. This is 
, a particularly interesting docuniW^ 
what it says and what it leaves out. 

It lists seven committees which include 
students, all of which can be said to directly 
affect students. None, however, deal with 
the overall running of the university. The ad 
hoc committee on Student Aid Appeals, ac- 
cording to the ad "meets 'as required' has 
not yet met". 

There ore students on seven other com- 
•"•"««♦.jSââilsted in the "McGill University 
Committj^fsf'^iSenate 1967-68 Session". The 
same brochure also names several com- 



mittees to which our Students' Council has 
not been invited to send reps. 

These include the-Academic Policy com- 

'"''*®-2ièwd*rtt^i?*'J'^^dî- - ^® '"ost important 
questionsTo^^^^ If we could only 

be on one cornnnittee, this should be the 
one. Nor are we represented on the Develop- 
ment committee which allocates future re- 
sources. (We do get to sit on its Gault Estate 
sub-committee.) 

We are also excluded from the com- 
mittees on Research, Admissions, Matricula- 
tion and, of all things, Student Discipline. - 
Yesterday's ad, incidentally, includes Libra- 
ries Liaison, Student Placement, Student 
Health, Scholarships and Sessional Dates. 

This gives a pretty fair idea of how far 
the Administration is willing to go in letting 



students participate Jn the decision-making 
process. You can come to dinner if you only 
clean up the scrapis. 

But more important are the conditions 
under which the so-called representatives 
must work. The committees are closed. And 
closed they will remain. 

So, who, we ask, are these students' 
supposed to represent? Will Council estab- 
lish a policy for each committee and tell 
the student rep to bock it in meetings? If 
so, how is one to know if the policy is car- 
ried out? And how is Council to establish 
one in the first place if the student concern- 
ed is not allowed to moke public the content 
of pertinent discussions ? 

No. Council will not moke a policy. The 
students 'selected will speak but for them- 
selves. They will represent no one. Nor will 
anyone know what stands they take or how 
they are treated in committee. They will be 
nothing more than members of very select, 
closed club — a club which decides how our 
university runs. " . 

We cannot understand how anyone be- 
lieves we are actually represented iii this 
province. Or how this effectively increases 
student participation in university govern- 
ment. What we have are a few handouts 
by the Administration which only the chosen 
few can gaze upon. "~

who is considering following up yesterday's 
ad will repeat it.

By the "Left" we have in mind that 
amorphous collection of groups such 
as' SDU, NDY, the bally,i4^(lo-name a 
few) and scores of individuals' who are 
all actively engaged in bringing about 
certain changes in our university and 
our society at large. Loosely defined, 
their goals include such things as de- 
mocratization of the StudenU' Council, 
democratization of the University, es- 
tablishment of universal accessibility to 
higher education, involving McGill in 
the malnstream^of Quebec life, increas- 
ing camp'us^warehess of social issues 
(labour situations, Vict Nam) etc- 

It must be said that we heartily en- 
dorse these aims. But we fear that the 
Left at McGill has become unintelligent, 
unquestioning and mindless and is now 
pursuing goals in an antidemocratic 

i^riiSrminSiSSnes^ of the Left is re- 
flected in another very disturbing ten- — 
dency, namely in the use of imprecisely 
defined and emotionally loaded langua- 
geliliiip lace of well reasoned and logical 
alf^ion. We have In mind here the 
~ high incidence of clichés and slogans in 
the activist's vocabulary. 

For example, at a recent meeting of 
active leftwlngers (the people who were 
present will remember which meeting 
we are referring to) a university offi- 
cial was offhandedly called a racist, 
the government fascist, the words 
•'wishy-washy liberal" were assigned to 
any one who didn't agree with the Left's 
point of view. . 

Expressions such as "Oh, he's areac- ^'v 
tlonary", "we are fighting for libera- 
tion", "bourgeois", so-and-so is a 
good man — he's a radical", etc., reflect 
not only stereotyped, thinking but mask 
the speaker's inabllity;/ u n w |l H rignes5 to 
explain what he reallyjOnliQS^' 



Such words are very heavily loaded 
emotionally and merely convey, the 
speaker's like or dislike for something 
or someone. They have no place in 
discussion because they impede clear 
thinking. 

We advise leftists to ask thclr leaders 
to define all the words they use. Next 
time you read such ambiguous and 
meaningless slogans, in a pamphlet, ask 
the person who handed it to you to ex- 
plain precisely what is meant. There are 
certain very active members of the Left 
who constantly use such language, to 
the point that it has become a standing 
joke among 'leftists. 

Such Immaturity is no. joke. It js]ilie| 
mark of a person who cannot thlnltf 
without recourse to slogans, whose atti- 
tude is purely emotional and not ratio- 
paL It is obvious, that such people do 
not have a very deep understanding of 
the issues they claim to be concerned 
with, for if they did they would not 
have to use vague terminology all the 
time. 

We express our thoughts with words. 
If our words are unclear In meaning 
then we can assume that our thoughts" 
are unclear. The Left should, take great, 
pains to see to It that it usM|oni^clcar 
language if It wishes to become clear 
thinking. 

Sarcasm, clichés and slogans expose 
the mindlessness of the Left. 



Generalizations 



The McGill Daliy^ls^^also guilty of 
slack usage of jargon? It^àoés . not trust 
people to think, but seeks to win them 
to its view by distasteful rant and use 
of slogans. A favourite trick is to tag 
people .with whom It disagrees with de- 
rogatory labels. 

For instance. In the Sept. 28 issue, 
P. 1, Council members who voted against 
an issue the Dally supported are called 
"clowns" and a "motley crew". Such 
childish name-calling Is out of place in 
a paper ltitcnded''f6r consumption by 
educated people. 

Sloppy generalizations arc also fre- 
quent. Items such as the "repressive 
institutions around us" (Sept. 27, P. 2) 
are mentioned without these institutions 
being named and with no reasonable 
Indication of how they repress. 

The bland assumption of the Dally Is 
that all people perceive the same pro- 
blems It docs, and therefore It is 
unnecessary to explain them concretely.

The paper also favours emotionally 
charged, words which arc meant^: to, 
elicit a response from the reader without 
touching his intellect. For example, 
people who may object to separatism 
are called "colonialist-minded" (Oct. 
6, P 4). Here again onejcanj^jtec that a 
pat phrase is used to'xon'demn oppo- 
nents of a movement Instead of an 
effort being made to stimulate all in- 
terested readers into a discussion of 
the basic issues Involved.

28, PI).' Stich a phrase does not appeal 
to the Intelligence, but is only a rather 
desperate effort to colour- people's 
feelings.

3) An 'effort should be made to pro- 
voke faculty to actively participate in 
these discussions. We urge students to 
ask their conference leaders, lecturers 
and professors to express opinions and 
to ubmlt these opinions to the Daily 
for public hearing. If education Is to be 
a two way process then we should 
begin now. 

Here Is another challenge we offer 
the Left. Let It try to mobilize the fa- 
culty and administration to come forth 
publicly with serious proposals for im- 
provements in the University structure. 
Again by February it should have ob- 
tained at least twenty-five responses, 

4) Some time in February after all 
these discussions, a core set of revised 
proposals should be gathered and 
should form the basls-for serious talks

So the Daily also reflects this general 
■ addiction of the Left to imprecise lan- 
guage. We appeal to all serious leftist 
members of the paper to try to trans- 
form it Into an example of intelligent 
controversy and opinion. 

Instead of labelling non-progressive 
elements on campus and In society with 
bogey-man incantations in hopes of 
merely frightening them, let articles 
appear that will, by force of . reason 
and lucid explanation, sweep away the 
possibility of their , support by thinking 
people. 

Our proposals concern the way we 
feel the changes in University govern- 
ment should come about. This matter is 
one that concerns the whole university 
and so should be decided by the whole 
university, not only by Council. 

Briefy 'oUr proposals for action are as 
follows '. 

1) The summary report on University 
Government which was presented to 
council members- should be re-publlshed 
in the Dally. It Rives the reader a good 
background of tlic history 6f McGlU go- 
vernment and can be used as a starting 
point for discussion. This should be done 
Immediately. 

2) If the Left bellBves in the proposals 
stemming from the report, then it should 
discuss them objectively in these pages 
and should invite criticism and im- 
proved proposals. Projection of possible 
consequences should be made. 

If one is not certain of the possible 
implications of certain proposed chan- 
ges, he should ask for comment through 
this paper. Wc feel that if the Left 
cannot produce twenty-five good articles 
by the end of January then it has no 



with the adinlnistration. Perhaps a re- 
ferendum should be held to determine 
what the campus really feels it needs. 

If so, this should only be held after 
the fullest of public debate In which all 
parties concerned participate.

* from the university. The policemen smiled but were not notic- 
ob!y affected by the performance. . 

Police Chief Hansen addressed the demonstrators, promis» 
Ing that Dow would "leave the campus forever" if they left 
the building. The demonstrators demanded this in writing and 
movement leaders left to meet with -the Dean of students, 
Joseph Kaufman. 

When Kaufman refused to talk to them or follow up on 
Hansen's promise, Hansen gave demonstrators a brief chance 
to withdraw, then declared the sit-in an unlawful assembly, and 
called in the city police. 

Marching into the building two abreast, the police waded 
Into the first row of demonstrators, Jabbing and thrusting, with 
the ends of clubs. 

As the line of students broke, individuals were then lifted 
and thrown towards the door. A number were injured against 
the doorframe and handle. One hit a plate glass window head- 
on, breaking. it. 

AfSerféâbut five minutes of Jabbing, pushing, and beating, 
demonstrators began to break and run in fours and fives. 
Within 20 minutes the entire building was cleared. 

Outside a crowd of several thousand students chanted 
"shame, shame, shame" and gave the police a nazi salute 
shouting "sleg hell, sieg' hell."

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Burkart and Wilson square off 



Today the candidates discuss their 
respective platforms and debate about 
university government and accessibility to 
higher education. The inter^aew continues 
tomorrow with discussion on UGEQ, cons- 
titutional reform and student housing. The 
interview was conducted by Mark Staro- 
wicz of Radio McGill Elly Alboim and 
Marc Raboy. 



QUESTION : Mark, why did 
you resign and why are you 
running again? 

WILSON : I resigned on three - 
points. First, Council passed a 
motion describing the essential 
conditions for student partici- 
pation in university govern- 
ment and then two minutes 
later they turned around and 
sent student representatives to 
Senate committees which meet 
none of these conditions and 
which the administration, in 
tlie person of H.D. Woods, had 
made perfectly clear that it has 
no intention of meeting. Second, 
Council showed no sign of get- 
ting down to the prcssmg. busi- 
ness of the external affairs re- 
port, which we felt was an ab- 
dication of responsibility and 
we couldn't be associated with 
it. And third, we don't feel that 
Council Is now a democratically 
constituted body. 

QUESTION : Docs your runn- 
ing agoln imply that you arc 
seclcing a mandate to continue 
along the lines you set prev- 
iously ? 

WILSON : That's right. The 
first time I ran for vice-presid- 
ent I did not run on a TO pagc 
external affairs report, I ran 
on a generalized program. The 
basis of my present campaign is 
to return to the campus with 
the implications of this prog- 
ram, not just the promises of 
a program. 

QUESTION : Richard, you 
have mentioned that you're run- 
ning because you feel Marie 
liasn't handled his position 
properly and no longer repre- 
sents the Students' Society. 
Could you elaborate on this and 
briefly outline your platform. 

BURKART: First of all. I 
don't think Mark a*dcquately re- 
presents the students' views. I 
disagree with a number of his 
basic premises, as put forward 
in the external affairs report. I 
think his interpretation of the 
views is not consistent with the 
students on campus I'm very 
much in favor of- having stud- 
ent representation on the Sen- 
ate; I think we have a right and 
a need to have representation, 
but not in an open situation. 
Another point is that I would 
push very strongly for bilingual- 
ism in UGEQ : I did hot sense 
that this was being done. 

WILSON: What about bilin- 
gualism among English Quebec- 
ers ? 

QUESTION: In other words 
do you find it necessary for 
English Quebccers to be biling- 
ual? ,: ..„;.,;, i^;-.--.^ . 

BURKART : Yes. I wduld also 
push for reform in the repre- 
sentation on Council — not as 



proposed , in the constitutional 
amendments but along the lines 
of a relatively more proportion- 
ate system. I don't agree that 
they are fair at present; certain 
faculties arc definitely under- 
represented. 

QUESTION: Now let's get 
on to the question of university 
government and university 
structures. 

BURKART: I question 
Mark's proposal for an entire 
restructuring of the Board of 
Governors. I suggest that the 
Duff-Berdahl Report's recom- 
mendations are quite reason- 
able. I do agree that there 
should be student representati- 
ves on the Senate but not on 



they arc all affected as product- 
ive forces in the university by 
its decisions. 

BURKART : In my opinion, 
the Board of Governors are the 
eminently successful types wlio 
have wide acquaintances 
throughout Canada andwho arc 
able to deal with mult^million 
dollar budgets . . . "•■.^ 

WILSON: They are all St." 
James Street businessmen wlio 
arc the most isolated and shel- 
tered group in our society. 

BURKART : Do you deny that 
they have wide business con- 
tacts throughout Canada ? 

WILSON : They have con- 
tacts with the other 1,200 people 
who are running Canada right 
now. 

BURKART : Do you deny 
their usefulness by being able 
to raise funds for McGiU ? 

WILSON: Categorically yes. 
The provincial government now 
allocates money to the univer- 
sities on the basis of ration- 
alizing their needs and discover- 
ing what income they have and 
making up the difference. 

BURKART: I think this is 
a terrible policy. 



comes out and tries to define 
what the fundamental purpose 
of the university is and this 
seems to be the essential thing 
to do before you decide how- it 
is to be governed. 

BURKART : But I think if you 
have an open meeting you're 
going to have all your decisions 
made out of the Senate... 

WILSON : I have news for 
you. that's what's gomg on al- 
ready. The Cohen Report of 
1939 pointed .out that many ot 
the elected faculty representa- 
tives to the Senate complained 
that decisions on the Semite 
seem to have been arrived at 
by.the Committee of Deans and 
when they were on the Senate 
they spoke with one voice and 
they never disagreed with each 
other. 

BURKART : Well, then, what 
use do you see in having open 

meetings ? 

WILSON: It's fine to say 
that everything will be forced 
out of the Senate into informal 
sessions. But this can't really 

happen — there just isn't time. 
The conspiracy level is already

the Board of Governors. I don't 
sec the basis on which you put 
a student on a Board which is 
supposedly dealing with the fis- 
cal matters of the univcrsilv; 
in fact dealing in million-dollar 
macro-lcrms. On the question 
of open decision-making I do 
not believe that this is a logical 
stance. I am not in favor of open 
meetings. They should be closed 
and minutes should be avail- 
able. These minutes would of 
course leave out any kind of 
washing dirty-linen type of ac- 
tivities which may go on in the 
Senate or the Board. 

WILSON: The rationale for 
restructuring the Board of Gov- 
ernors should be 'governed by 
the people affected by its de- 
cisions. That is w'hy we recoin- 
mehdj^innnbers of socio-ccono- 
- mic groups on one hand' and on 
the other members of the aca- 
demic community sit on the 
Board of Governors because 



WILSON: Well, why don't 
you run on it ? I think business- 
men have a lot to contribute 

just as others do. I think there 
should be two or three of them 
on the Board, not 31 or 35. To 
go on, you seem to come out 
for the Duff-Berdahl' Report :• 
it's nothing but a bureaucrat's 
how-to book. It bases nothing 
on principle but advocates read- 
justment of representation be- 
cause certain people are dis- 
contented and "we'd better 
head this off before it gets too 
hot to handle; we'd better 
make them feel as if they were 
directly involved even If the 
final decisions must remain the 
samo". This is why we arc 
against participating under the 
present system. Only if the final 
decisions will be different will 
we participate, or at least if 
there exists an open democratic 
way of making these decisions 
different. Duf(-Berdahl nowhere 



at the saturation point, with all 
the professors and deans over at 
the bar of the Faculty Club 
conspiring as to what is going 
to go on. There isn't much more 
time to conspire outside of the 
Senate, so a lot of decision- 
making will remain there. Then 
people will know what they're 
dealing with, and even more 
important, what they're not 
dealing with. 

QUESTION : What is your de- 
finition of a student's role and 

his productivity ? 

BURKART: I suggest that 
the student is in à process of 
learning. Certain . people are 
making inveistmehls- in him — 
the state, himself, his parents 
— and various factions will ben- 
efit from it. He is improving his 
capacity so that he can earn 
more In the future and this will 
also be indirectly shared by his 
society. 



WILSON: "Hie student is 
productive in the immediate. 
He is productive first of all, in 
a research function, and then 
he is part of the learning envi- 
ronment by which other people 
learn. He Is examining old hypo- 
theses to sec how they fit new 
knowledge. It helps reform so- 
ciety, to bring social institut- 
ions, and so forth, in line with 
new discoveries. The university 
is training people for society. 
This training cannot be under- 
stood in a narrow context of a 
marketable skill but in a con- 
text of social good. 

BURKART: What does the 
student produce, as a worker? 
If it includes what you have 
just outlined it is a very ten- 
uous position. My position then 
is simple : it is clearly a diffe- 
rence of opinion. I don't think 
that the student is productive 
and that therefore his role as 
a young Intellectual worker Is 
very, very weak. 

WILSON: Well, there is a 
very clear difference of opinion 
— and that is fundamental to 

my position. 

BURKART : I understand that 
you talk about some sort of 
student stipend or free educa- 
tion. On what grounds do you 
reject parental responsibility to 
the student ? 

WILSON : I think the goal of 
education is to liberate the 
creative and the expressive pot- 
ential of human beings. I ihink 
we've gone past the system of 
paternal control, especially at 
the university level. I think pat- 
ernal control is inimical, in our 
socicly, to developing express- 
ive, creative individuals. If an 
individual wants to take con- 
trol of his future, there's no rea- 
son why the university should 
take a position enforcing him to 
remain under paternal control, 
even though neither party may 
want it. 

BURKART: In other words, 
your parents don't bcncfil part- 
icularly from your education, 
and therefore tlicy shouldn't 
have to invest. 

WILSON: They benefit as 
members of the community, 
not as parents. There should be 
no liens enforced by the univ- 
ersity . . . 

QUESTION : Are wc gettiug 
into in loco parentis here? 

WILSON: Exactly. I'm not 
saying that children shouldn't 
work out with their parents a 
mutual arrangement. What I'm 
saying is that the university 
system should not enforce, as 
it docs now, this system where, 
whether parents or children 
want it, or not, they are thrown 
on each other.
